NINETEEN BODIES OF VICTIMS
HAVE NOW BEEN RECOVERED

BRICEVILLE, Tenn., Dec. 12.—
Discovery of the first body in the
big Cross Mountain mine yesterday
morning came at 10 o'clock when
a dead miner was found In a sit-
ting posture in one of the interfor
chambers, He was Andrew John-
son. Indications were that he had
been a vietim ®of black damp. It
fs believed now that any men who
might have escaped the fary of the
explogion were suffocaled by the
trages,

A local Red Cross

Charles Kesterson, whose hody
was among the first discovered, was
found at the telephone hack «of
the mine by the rescuing crew.

Evidently Kesterson had Dbeen
trying to telephone news of the
pblast to the office of the mines

when he was struck by falllng de-
bris. His skull was badiy mashed
and his body was cut,

Two additional bodies were re-
vovered last evening. They are
these of Albert Rowland and Eugene
Peters, This brings the total to
19 hodies found.
